Many countries forbid Its use 
altogether, and the speaker assured 
his audience that it is indued n tt rrify- 
ing sight to see a ciu-tload of the li- 
quid being jolted over rough roads, e.«- 
pcidally when the driver has imbibed 
other liquids to drown his fears. Its 
principal nsr- i-. mi the nvl-ti»lils, whero 
it is often emplojcd to clean out l>orc- 
holcs which have become blocked. 

tiood dynami'e slioiild be »i-ll mix- 
ed iilnl .slioiilil conlain ver.N little moi.n- 
tui-e. The .speaker cxpresscl his n-- 
gret that although tliousands of dol- 
lars were spent each year lo secure 
llinroiiKh dr.'.injr, the cffcfi w.tj often 
niilliHed by careless handling In the 
mine. Some ex'ptoelves, such as am- 
monium nitr.ile. are very tasily affect- 
ed by moisture, and ;>hould not be used 
In wet places. 

l-'rozen or ecmi-frozen dynamite Is 
very unreliable. It will nut detonate 
j with fidl strength and Is very apt to 
give (iff poisonous fumes. The only 
j safe way of thawing dynamite Is In a tin 
I pill inslili; aiiotlier lin full of Imt wiiti r. 
liven then care must be taken not lo 
let any nitro aocumiilni'' in tho bot- 
lorn, or an explosion may oeciir. 

The .«iiliject of detonatinn is a very 
ImiHirtant one. The strength of a slick 
of powder may be increased 40 per 
i cent. I>y using a large cap Instead nf 
a small one. It was fnrnurly vtr> 
hard to convince miners of tills, 
present very few smalt caps are made. 

Kuses muat be bundled rnnfullv if 
they are to give good re.<iu|tji. A fuse 
which has been accldently compr*Med 
may burn nve times ns rapidly as It 
should. This, of course, entails great 
danger to the men wbo are blunting. 
A fuse which has broken inside will 
lnevlta.l>ly 'spit' and may ignite the 
dynamite too soon, weakening the de- 
tonation. 

Mr. «îregoroft apoke strongly of the 
neceaeity for good tamping. Clay I* 
the best material for thia. Tie depre- 
cated the system nf "mud-ca.pplng" 
commonly nsed, and mid that an ounce 
of powder In a small hole wlU break 
a rock more effeetlvely than a pound 
laid on top of It. Me concluded his lec- 
ture by Inviting the society to visit the 
Curtis-Ilarvey plant at Itlgaud any 
Haturday afternoon.

This is one of the rea- 
sons, wc think, why evcrj' student should do his utmost, by giving it 
his patronage, to help the offiçeis along in their arduous duties.- 
Certainly, the Union offers much 'o ail students.

Some time ago. letters were printed in the Daily with regard to 
ilje Canadian Society of Civil Engineers. One man showed what a 
great asset it is to a university student contemplating an engineering 
career, and a second pointed out what the Society is doing in parti- 
cular to cater to the wants of students and junior members, by form- 
ing a Junior Section. 

Wc were, indeed, convinced by these letters. It seems to us 
that the intimate knowledge of engineering feats and progress, such 
as can be obtained in the C. S. C. E. by hearing papers, and meeting 
men learned in their profession, whatever branch it may be. must be 
of great influence and help to a man of technical training. 

In this age, wc hear so much of "specialization." but we think 
that the more a man knows of other branches of industry the belter 
can he carry out his own particular line of work. 

This other feature, the Junior Section, seems absolutely to com- 
pel attention. It is here that the engineer in embryo is afforded an 
opportunity to present papers and to discuss points that cannot be ob- 
tained elsewhere. It is only natural, too, that a student should hesi- 
tate to ask questions or take a part in the proceedings of those more 
mature in years and knowledge than himself. On the othfer hand, 
much rather would he rise to his feet and address a number of men of 
approximately his own age and ideas. In their company he feels 
more at home, and is training himself, unconsciously perhaps, to gra- 
duate with honors from the Junior Section into that skill and tech- 
nique of the regular section of the Canadian Society of Civil Engin- 
eers. 



UNIVERSITY WORK 

Affairs and trends in the educational world are so shaping 
themselves that it is becoming easier and easier to group universities 
and colleges according as they have the static or the dynamic con- 
ception of their social duty. The traditiônal, historic attitude is the 
easier to take and the least expensive to maintain. According to this 
theory the campus is the area within which the institution does its 
work. Students come to it from afar, take what they find and de- 
part; but the teachers abide within the limited academic environment, 
serving those disciples who can afford to come to them but doing lit- 
tle (and that sporadically, not systematically) for the outer world. 

Over against this conception of a university's duty stands that 
which makes its teachers and trained experts servants of society as a 
whole, with states and the nation itself summoning them for advice 
on all social problems. The campus is the abode of only a fraction 
of the youthful population under the influence of the institution. It 
steadily sends forth such advisers as it may enroll to the remotest 
hamlets of the state; and what personal visitation may not do, the 
printed page, the syllabus and other forms of popularized knowledge 
are planned to supplement.

Bveii at this early age his ileliiiite 
ainbltlon was to he in cominand of a 
corps of light troops, to make tills an 
eliiclcnt corps, not of pillagers and 
marauders, but of soldiers ever on 
the alert, which would leave In its 
marches iiiiliarrled flcids and home- 
steads respected. 

Drafted with his rogiiiieni lo Am- 
erica in 1775, he 'was here able to 
accomplish his aims. Shortly after 
arriving in Boston he proposed to 
General Gage to enlist anu load the 
Ho.'itoii negroes, iml his plan was 
liriislieil aside with Indifferenee, and 
so, for many months, he lay pent up 
with his regiment In Boston, where 
he sailed, on the evacuation of that 
place, to Halifax. 

During his stay at Halifax he was 
appointed captain to the (irenadb-r 
Company of the loili Reglinont, with 
which regiment, during the summer 
of 177G, he took iiart In the unsuc- 
cessful operations nimn Louk Island 
and In Hie Jerseys.
